I.  Build  The  house  of  The  LORD 


Haggai  1:2-9  KJV 

Thus  speaketh  the  LORD  of  hosts, 
saying,  This  people  say,  The  time  is 
not  come,  the  time  that  the  LORD'S 
house  should  be  built.  (3)  Then  came 
the  word  of  the  LORD  by  Haggai  the 
prophet,  saying,  (4)  Is  it  time  for  you, 
O  ye,  to  dwell  in  your  ceiled  houses, 
and  this  house  lie  waste?  (5)  Now 
therefore  thus  saith  the  LORD  of  hosts; 


Consider  your  ways.  (6)  Ye  have  sown 
much,  and  bring  in  little;  ye  eat,  but  ye 
have  not  enough;  ye  drink,  but  ye  are 
not  filled  with  drink;  ye  clothe  you,  but 
there  is  none  warm;  and  he  that 
earneth  wages  earneth  wages  to  put  it 
into  a  bag  with  holes.  (7)  Thus  saith 
the  LORD  of  hosts;  Consider  your 
ways.  (8)  Go  up  to  the  mountain,  and 


bring  wood,  and  build  the  house;  and    upon  it.  Why?  saith  the  LORD  of  hosts. 
I  will  take  pleasure  in  it,  and  I  will  be    Because  of  mine  house  that  is  waste, 
glorified,  saith  the  LORD.  (9)  Ye  looked    and  ye  run  every  man  unto  his  own 
for  much,  and,  lo,  it  came  to  little;  and  house, 
when  ye  brought  it  home,  I  did  blow

II.  MAKE  ME  A  LITTLE  CAKE  FIRST 


1  Kings  17:10-16  KJV 

So  he  arose  and  went  to  Zarephath. 
And  when  he  came  to  the  gate  of  the 
city,  behold,  the  widow  woman  was 
there  gathering  of  sticks:  and  he  called 
to  her,  and  said,  Fetch  me,  I  pray  thee, 
a  little  water  in  a  vessel,  that  I  may 
drink.  (11)  And  as  she  was  going  to 
fetch  it,  he  called  to  her,  and  said, 
Bring  me,  I  pray  thee,  a  morsel  of 
bread  in  thine  hand.  (1 2)  And  she  said, 
As  the  LORD  thy  God  liveth,  I  have  not 
a  cake,  but  an  handful  of  meal  in  a 
barrel,  and  a  little  oil  in  a  cruse:  and, 
behold,  I  am  gathering  two  sticks,  that 
I  may  go  in  and  dress  it  for  me  and 
my  son,  that  we  may  eat  it,  and  die. 


(13)  And  Elijah  said  unto  her,  Fear  not; 
go  and  do  as  thou  hast  said:  but  make 
me  thereof  a  little  cake  first  and 
brina  unto  me.  and  after  make  for 
thee  and  for  thy  son.  (14)  For  thus 
saith  the  LORD  God  of  Israel,  The 
barrel  of  meal  shall  not  waste,  neither 
shall  the  cruse  of  oil  fail,  until  the  day 
that  the  LORD  sendeth  rain  upon  the 
earth.  (15)  And  she  went  and  did 
according  to  the  saying  of  Elijah:  and 
she,  and  he,  and  her  house,  did  eat 
many  days.  (1 6)  And  the  barrel  of  meal 
wasted  not,  neither  did  the  cruse  of  oil 
fail,  according  to  the  word  of  the 
LORD,  which  he  spake  by  Elijah.
